TUB GARDENS 
are 
ideal 
for 
growing tomatoes, peppers, 
squash, 
and cucumbers, say s sev eral 
home­ 
makers, Mrs. F. W. Poe of Carlton 
and Mrs. J . C. Williams of 
Av oca, 
and sev eral town ladies hav e found 
them good. Ex perience 
shows 
that 
tub gardens will produce many v eg­ 
etables through the 
hottest, 
driest 
weather. 
Directions for building one 
a re: 
First of all, select a spot for the 
tub garden in a place tha t’s access­ 
ible to wrater. Nex t, find an old tub 
or sev eral 5 gallon cans. 
Cut gashes in the tub or can — 
about half way up to the bottom — 
perhaps 4 or 5 around the tub — 
possibly 3 to 5 to a 5 
gallon 
can. 
Then sink the lower tw’O-thirds of 
the tub into the ground. 
Fill 
the 
container up to the 
ground 
lev el 
with barny ard manure. Finally , cov ­ 
er the manure with an inch or two 
of good soil. The idea is— to irri­ 
ga te the garden through this 
tub 
contriv ance. 
Planting the tub garden: First, se­ 
lect a drouth resista nt kind of to­ 
mato. Set y our tomato plants 
op­ 
posite the gashes y ou made in 
the 
tub— not any closer than 8 to 
10 
inches, any way . About a foot farther 
out— and between the tomato plants 
— set 4 or 5 bell pepper plants and 4 
or 5 egg 
plants. 
Cucumbers 
and 
squash do well. 
The garden will do best if y ou’ll 
water thoroughly through the tub 2 
to 3 times per week. In hot weath­ 
er, the plants will produce more, if 
the garden has a shade and a wind­ 
break made from 
sacks 
or 
other 
handy material. If y ou need more 
information write y our county home 
demonstration agent. 
C a n n in g S n a p B e a n s 
Try canning them this way . Very 
y oung tender beans, snapped, pack­ 
ed in jars with 1 teaspoon salt to 1 
quart of beans, pour boiling water 
ov er them, put in cooker and steam 
10 minutes with wa ter up to should­ 
er of jar. Seal ja rs and remov e 
all 
but 2 inches of water, process beans 
(quart jars 35 minutes, pint jars 30 
minutes) at 10 lbs. pressure.

Cook core and peel in water 15 to 
20 minutes—•strain and make sy rup 
with this juice — pack raw, pour 
boiling sy rup ov er fruit and steam 
jars open in boiling water 10 min­ 
utes. Seal and coev r jars with boil­ 
ing water at lea st an inch ov er the 
tops of jars— with lid on container— 
for 20 minutes.

(1). Dip blue litmus paper in the 
solution and 
watch 
for

color 
change. If it turns a distinct pink or 
ied, y ou can 
discard 
y our 
a nti­ 
freeze. Otherwise, it can be sav ed. 
(2). Allow a sample to stand in a 
clear gla ss container ov ernight. To 
be useful nex t y ear the top fourth 
of the solution should be clea r, wrater 
white, or hav e a slight tinge of 
the 
color of the original a nti-freeze so­ 
lution.

growing tomatoes, peppers,

makers, Mrs. F. W. Poe of Carlton

them good. Experience 
shows 
that 
tub gardens will produce many veg ­ 
etables through the 
hottest, 
driest 
weather. 
Directions for building one 
a r e : 
First of all, select a spot for the 
tub garden in a place that s access­ 
ible to water. Next, find an old tub 
or several 5 gallon cans. 
Cut gashes in the tub or can •— 
about half way up to the bottom — 
perhaps 4 or 5 around the tub — 
possibly 3 to 5 to a 5 
gallon 
can. 
Then sink the lower two-thirds of 
the tub into the ground. 
Fill 
the 
container up to the 
ground 
level 
with barnyard manure. Finally, cov­ 
er the manure with an inch or two 
of good soil. The 
idea is— to irri­ 
gate 
the garden through this 
tub 
contrivance. 
Planting the tub garden: First, se­ 
lect a drouth resistant kind o f to ­ 
mato. Set 
your tomato plants 
op­ 
posite the 
gashes you made in 
the 
tub— not any close!1 than 8 to

inches, anyw’ay. About a foot farther 
out— and between the tomato plants 
— set 4 or 5 bell pepper plants and 4 
or 5 egg 
plants. 
Cucumbers 
and 
squash do well. 
The garden w ill do best if you ll 
water thoroughly through the tub 2 
to 3 times per week. In hot weath­ 
er, the plants will produce more, if 
the garden has a shade and a wind­ 
break made from 
sacks

handy material.

Four of us were going to 
get our “ C” ration supper out of a 
hot water can just as the Germans 
fired on us with a 210 millimeter. 
Two of the projectiles hit about 12 
feet from me and spattered dirt and 
rocks all around me before I could 
get in a trench. I was in 13 days of 
battle and 
shelling 
at 
Maknassy 
Pass without rest. When the enemy 
retreated from there 
my 
batallion 
advanced toward Bizerti, moving and 
digging in at night. It was hard work 
and I didn’t get much sleep. The last 
three moves we pulled into the en­ 
emy positions as they were retreat­ 
ing. One place we got in just after 
four of our tanks were knocked out 
and helped the French infantry take 
about 1000 prisoners that night. Lat­ 
er, I passed about 10,000 prisoners 
that were inside a barbed wire en­ 
tanglement and I saw a lot of cap­ 
tured German equipment, big guns 
and trucks. I looked Tunis over yes­ 
terday. The French were glad to see 
the Americans come in and take over.
